THE LABOR I S SOE 


A good many writers and political figures seem to be going 
on the assumption that the labor issue is dead, at least for the 
time being, and that it is not going to play any important part 
in the coming Presidential election. 
They reason this out in several ways. One is that, since the 
Taft-Hartley Bill was finally passed by heavy majorities of both 
parties in Congress, it is therefore a “ bi-partisan* measure. An­ 
other theory is that the Taft-Hartley Law is. to some degree, a 
hot potato to both Republicans and Democrats, and that neither 
is going to be anxious to bring it up again. Still a third line of 
reasoning is that insufficient time has elapsed since the Act was 
passed for it to have been given a fair trial, and therefore ii 
would be useless to get into any argument about it until its real 
effect can be measured.
